Washington admitted Saturday that 
the airplane built by Orville Wiignt 
and his brother Wilbur, at Kiu;.

Until 
Saturday, 
the 
institution 


had stubbornly m aintained that an 
airplane designed by Samuel Lang­ 
ley in 1903 was capable of flight, 
and thus was the first practical fly­ 
ing machine. 
Langley, at the time he was sec­ 
retary to the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion, 
was 
commissioned 
by 
the 
United States arm y to build an air­ 
plane. 
He completed the Langley 
machine in 1903 but it never flew 
In 1914—eight years after Lang­ 
ley’s 
death—the 
institution 
com­ 
missioned Glenn Curtis to re on* 
struct the Langley flying machine 
to determine whether it was capable 
of flight. 
Curtis got the machine into the 
air. 
but 
only 
after 
equipping 
t 
with pontoons, and. according 
the contention of Orville Wright, 
making extensive changes in its de­ 
sign. 
Today 
the institution published 
a “paper” admitting that the 1914 


trials of C u rtis did not prove th a t 
the Langley m a c h i n e of 1903 could 
have flown. 
flho paper was published after it 
had been submitted to Wright for 
approval, and the aviation pioneer 
had declared th at the explanation 
was satisfactory to him, if the re­ 
traction was given publicly.
